Some Soldiers of the Garrifon took this Oc- 
cafion to defert, and Yefterday a Lieutenant did the 
like. They wrise from Florence, that 3 Zealand Pri- 
vateers had brought into Leghorne 2 French Prizes, 
laden at Martineco for Marfeilles: They expected 
there 2 other Prizes, one belonging to Trapani, the 
other a French Ship laden with Corn and bound from 
Cagliari to Maifeilles. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 11. 
Letters from Genoa of the 22d of January advife, 
that 4 French Men of War were arriv'd at Cagliari 
in Sardignia ; that by order of the Viceroy of that

The 31ft of laft Month our E- 
leCtoral Princefs was brought to bed here of a Prince, 
who was chriften’d the next Day in the Chappel of 
the Palace by the Name of Frederick Lewis.

Namur, Feb. 8. We continue to ftore our Maga- 
zines here, and our Governour omits no Preparations 
that may enable him to defend this Place with the 
ucmoft Vigour, in Cafe the Allies thould befiege ic 
the enfuing Campaign.
